Harvesting  justifies  deer  hunt 


BEIRUT.  Lebanon  (UPII  -  Sy¬ 
rian  officials  negotiating  with  an 
underground  group  for  the  release  of 
a  kidnapped  Saudi  Arabian  diplomat 
have  discovered  the  group  also  is 
holding  two  missing  Americans,  a 
newspaper  said  Tuesday. 

Beirut's  pro-Syri_n  Al  Sharq  news- 

Eper  said  the  Saudi  diplomat  could 
released  soon  but  reported  no 
progress  in  efforts  to  free  William 
Buckley,  a  U.S.  diplomat,  and 
Jeremy  Levin,  a  Cable  News  Net¬ 
work  television  correspondent. 

The  newspaper,  which  has  close 
ties  to  the  Syrian  government,  did  not 
identify  the  underground  faction 
holding  the  three  men. 

Witnesses  saw*  Buckley,  56,  of 
Medford,  Mass.,  kidnapped  March  16 
by  three  gunmen  who  forced  him  out 
of  his  car  in  west  Beirut.  Levin,  52,  a 
Michigan  native  and  Beirut  bureau 
chief  for  the  Atlanta  based  Cable 
News'Network,  disappeared  in 
Beirut  March  7.  , 

The  Moslem  extremist  group  Isla¬ 
mic  Jihad,  which  said  it  carried  out 
the  Sep'..  20  suicide  bombing  of  the 
U.S.  Embassy  annex  in  Beirut, 
claimed  responsibility  for  kidnapping 
Buckley  and  the  Saudi  Arabian  con¬ 
sul,  Hussein  Al  Farrash. 

No  group  claimed  responsibility  for 


Levin’s  abduction. 

Al  Sharq  said  the  Syrian  president 
had  taken  a  personal  role  in  securing 
the  release  of  the  Saudi  official. 

"President  llafez  Assad  is  perso¬ 
nally  interested  in  the  fate  of  the 
Saudi  Arabian  diplomat.  Quiet  con¬ 
tacts  by  Syrian  agents  are 
approaching  a  successful  conclusion 
and  the  diplomat  could  be  released 
soon,"  Al  Sharq  said. 

"These  contacts  have  revealed  that 
the  group  which  is  holding  Farrash  is 
also  holding  the  American  diplomat 
and  the  American  television  corres¬ 
pondent,"  the  newspaper  said.  There 
was  no  comment  from  Syria  on  the 
report. 

There  has  been  no  word  on  the  fate 
of  another  missing  American,  Pre¬ 
sbyterian  minister  Benjamin  Weir, 
60,  of  Berkeley,  Calif.,  who  was 
abducted  May  8  from  outside  his 
home  in  west  Beirut. 

Asked  about  the  report  that  the  Sy¬ 
rian  Secret  Service  in  Lebanon  had 
identified  the  kidnappers  of  the  mis¬ 
sing  Americans,  State  Department 
spokesman  Alan  Romberg  said,  "We 
are  actively  engaged  in  efforts  to  se¬ 
cure  the  release  of  the  three  Amer¬ 
icans  who  were  kidnapped  this  past 

spring  in  Lebanon.”

A  herd  of  four-wheel  drive  vehicles,  campers, 
trailers  and  jeeps  will  scamper  up  the  Utah  moun¬ 
tains  during  the  last  two  weeks  of  October,  taking 
hunters  to  their  favorite  deer  hunting  spots. 

The  Utah  Division  of  Wildlife  Resources  expects 
around  200.000  happy  hunters  to  enter  the  Utah 
hills  hoping  to  harvest  part  of  the  mule  deer  herd. 

Local  hunters  are  already  preparing  for  the  hunt 
and  are  looking  forward  to  the  time  they  will  have 
with  their  families  in  their  favorite  wilderness  set¬ 
tings. 

Jordan  Pederson,  regional  game  manager  for  the 
Utah  Division  of  Wildlife  Resources,  said  77,295 
mule  deer  were  harvested  during  the  last  October 
deer  hunt. 

According  to  Pederson,  the  deer  hunt  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  preserve  the  deer  herd  in  I  Itah.  He  said  the 
mule  deer  family  is  a  fairly  prolific  species  and  must 
continually  be  hunted  to  ensure  its  preservation. 

“You  either  have  to  hunt  the  deer  and  utilize  the 
overflow,  or  you  have  to  pick  the  deer  off  the  road 
and  haul  them  to  the  by-product  plant  or  the 
dump,"  he  said.  They  just  stack  up  and  die." 

Pederson  said  starvation  will  kill  the  deer  if  they 
are  not  hunted.  “The  deer  live  off  their  fat  re¬ 
serves,”  he  said.  The  biggest  animals  are  the  ones 
that  survive."  Pederson  noted  the  young  fawns 
would  be  the  first  to  die.  the  older  bucks  would  be 
next,  followed  by  the  older  does,  the  younger  bucks 
and  the  prime  does.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (UPI)  —  Eight  Utah  sites 
have  Qualified  for  federal  Superfund  money  in  a 
$1.6  bit  lion  national  quest  to  eliminate  public  health 
threats  caused  by  hazardous  wastes,  officials 
announced  today. 

The  Utah  sites  are  among  538  on  a  national  prior¬ 
ity  list  eligible  for  money  from  a  Sl.fi  billion  national 
trust  fund  established  by  Congress  The  list,  com¬ 
piled  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  in¬ 
cludes  the  worst  hazardous  waste  sites  in  the  na¬ 
tion. 

State  officials  said  none  of  the  Utah  sites  are 
immediate  threats  to  the  public,  however. 

"They  all  have  a  risk  but  have  not  been  found  to 
cause  specific  health  problems.  All  of  them  arc 
long-term  problems,"  .-.aid  Ken  Alkema,  director  of 
environmental  health  for  the  Utah  Health  Depart-

ment.  "What  will  be  done  is  to  go  in  and  try  to 
eliminate  exposure  so  they  don't  become  a 
problem." 

The  Utah  sites  include: 

—  An  industrial  landfill  at  Hill  Air  Force  Base, 
located  about  five  miles  south  of  Ogden,  thnt  has 
hazardous  chlorine  solvents,  volatile  organics  and 
heavy  metals. 

—  Various  chemicals,  such  as  DDT  and 
phosgene.

—  Mill  tailings  with  heavy  metai  contamination, 
such  as  lead  and  silver,  at  the  Mayflower  Mountain 
Mine  near  Heber  City. 

—  Mill  tailings  with  heavy  metal  contamination. 

such  as  lead  and  cadmium,  al  the  Olsen-Neihart 

Reservoir  in  Heber  City. 


Superfund 

—  Two  Portland  Cement  Co.  kiln  dust  waste 
sites  near  Salt  Lake  City  that  have  heavy  metal 
contamination  from  chrome,  lead  and  cadmium. 

—  A  waste  pond  that  contains  munition  wastes, 
chlorinated  solid  organics  and  arsenic  at  the  Tooele 
Army  Depot  in  Tooele. 

—  Mill  tailings  with  heavy  metal  contamination, 
such  as  lead,  cadmium  and  silver,  at  a  Midvale 
smelter. 

—  Radiation  contaminated  structures  in  Mon- 
ticello  that  were  exposed  to  uranium  ore  mill  tnil- 

ings. 

One  other  site,  the  Rose  Park  sludge  pit  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  earlier  qualified  for  Suporfund  money 
and  was  already  on  the  list.  Officials  are  concerned 
about  refinery  sludge  seepage  to  the  surface  and 
potential  ground  water  contamination  at  that  site. 


Labor  secretary  pleads 
innocent  to  charges 

Donovan  accused  of  larceny,  false  records 


NEW  YORK  (UPD— Labor  Secretary 
Raymond  Donovan  pleaded  innocent 
Tuesday  to  unprecedented  criminal 
charges  against  a  Cabinet  member. 

Donovan,  the  first  sitting  Cabinet  mem¬ 
ber  indicted  for  criminal  actions,  faces  a 
maximum  sentence  of  seven  years  in  pris¬ 
on  for  the  most  serious  charge  in  n  73-page 
indictment  —  a  single  count  of  second  de¬ 
gree  grand  larceny.  He  is  also  accused  of 
falsifying  records. 

State  Supreme  Court  Justice  Barry  Sal¬ 
man  allowed  Donovan  and  seven 
Schiavone  executives  charged  in  the  in¬ 
dictment  to  remain  free  on  their  own  rec¬ 
ognizance  pending  a  hearing  Nov.  12 — six 
days  after  the  presidential  election.  The 
executives  also  pleaded  innocent. 

The  charges,  levied  in  connection  with  a 
$186  million  New  York  subway  contract 
awarded  to  the  New  Jersey  construction 
firm  of  which  Donovan  was  an  executive, 
also  could  result  in  fines  of  $16  million, 
double  the  amount  of  the  alleged  fraud. 


Donovan,  who  remained  free  on  his  own 
recognizance,  announced  Monday  night  he 
would  take  a  leave  of  absence  without  pay 
to  fght  the  charges  he  said  stemmed  from 
“a  mindless  inquisition."  On  Tuesday,  he 
called  the  indictment  “a  political  hatchet 
job.” 

He  also  said  Bronx  District  Attorney 
Mario  Merola,  who  lead  the  state  grand 
jury  probe  that  grew  out  of  a  murder  in¬ 
vestigation,  “may  have  won  today's  battle 
by  misuse  of  his  ufllce.  but  I  guarantee  you 
that  he  will  not  win  the  war." 

The  137-count  indictment  was 
announced  on  the  last  day  allowed  by  the 
statute  of  limitations. 

Donovan,  who  entered  the  Criminal 
Courthouse  by  a  side  door,  was  routinely 
fingerprinted  and  had  his  picture  taken  for 
police  records  before  entering  his  plea. 
William  Bittman,  Donovan's  attorney, 
answered  "not  guilty"  when  asked  for  the 
labor  secretary's  plea  by  Judge  Salman. 


Among  the  charges  Donovan  faces  are- 
125  counts  of  falsifying  business  records 
and  11  counts  of  authoring  a  false  instru¬ 
ment  for  filing.  Each  of  those  136  counts 
carries  a  maximum  four-year  sentence. 


Texas.  Tuesday  reiterated  his  belief  in 
Donovan's  integrity  ami  criticized  "the 
lynch  at  mosphore"  that  has  accompanied 
the  wrongful  "attacks  and  assaults”  on 
officials  of  his  administration. 

Donovan,  looking  tanned  and  appearing 
confident,  told  reporters  as  he  left  the 
courtroom.  "The  indictment  was  obvious¬ 
ly  pre|>ared  before  I  even  testified.  You 
tell  me  w  hether  I  have  been  afforded  basic 
fairness.” 

According  to  a  reference  librarian  at  the 
Library  of  Congress,  Donovan  is  the  first 
incumbent  Cabinet  officer  ever  indicted. 

White  House  officials  said  Undersecret¬ 
ary  Ford  B.  Ford  will  replace  Donovan  on 
an  interim  basis.

Public  needs  to  know  candidates'  character

American  journalists  are  not  telling  the  public 
what  they  need  to  know  about  the  presidential 
candidates.  Dr.  James  D.  Barber,  a  Washington 
commentator,  said  at  Tuesday's  Forum  assembly. 

Journalists  should  encourage  candidates  to  dis¬ 
cuss  facts  and  not  issues,  he  said.  “What  a  candi¬ 
date  hopes  to  do  is  a  |>oor  prediction  of  future 
events." 

The  public  needs  to  know  the  storv  of  character 
of  candidates,  their  achievements  and  the  way  they 

'These  little  slips,  like  President  Reagan's  joke 
about  the  bombing,  are  not  important,”  Barber 
said.  "If  you  want  to  know  about  him,  look  at  the 
past  70  years  he's  been  kicking  around." 

Barber  said  the  president  should  be  someone 
who  knows  what  is  going  on  in  the  world.  The  press 
should  ask  him  questions  like,  “What  are  the  econo¬ 
mic  trends?"  and  "How  does  the  U.S.S.R.  work?" 

During  a  presidential  race,  there  are  three  kinds 


of  stories,  Barbersaid.  These  are  conflict,  conscien¬ 
ce  and  conciliation. 

Barber  said  a  journalist's  job  is  to  make  reality 
interesting.  The  fuzt  wav  to  make  something  in¬ 
teresting  is  to  have  a  conflict  or  a  contest,  like  the 
debates.  This  was  the  theme  of  the  1960  presiden¬ 
tial  campaign. 

In  America  there  is  regular  talk  of  war  rather 
than  actual  experience.  Barber  said.  This  is  be¬ 
cause  America  is  geographically  isolated. 

After  people  tire  of  discussing  war  and  conflict, 
he  said,  they  begin  to  talk  about  values.  Questions 
arise  such  as.  "Are  the  president's  values  in  place?" 

Next  comes  a  time  of  quiet.  Barber  said  in  1968, 
this  stage  was  implemented  by  Richard  Nixon 
when  he  used  the  campaign  slogan.  "Bring  us 
together." 

This  pattern  appears  over  and  over  again  in  his¬ 
tory,  he  said. 

Barber  made  a  prediction  for  this  year's  pres¬ 
idential  debate.  He  said,  "When  they  come  out  (of 
the  debate)  reporters  will  ask.  'How  did  you  think  it 
went?’  — like  they  were  coming  out  of  a  movie."

The  third  stepto  dealing  with  stress  is  to  learn  to 
control  stress  by  using  the  first  two  steps:  aware¬ 
ness  and  relaxation.  Students  can  reduce  stress  in 
the  classroom  by  getting  to  know  the  teacher,  de¬ 
veloping  effective  study  habits  and  asking  ques¬ 
tions  when  a  concept  is  confusing  or  misunder¬ 
stood.

All  people  experience  tension,  but  it’s  how  ten¬ 
sion  is  dealt  with  that  makes  a  difference. 

"There  is  nothing  wrong  with  stress  until  it  be¬ 
comes  distress."  said  Doug  Lyon,  a  paraprofossion- 
al  in  the  counseling  center.  “This  happens  when 

people  take  on  too  much  or  do  not  handle  stress 
correctly." 

"Many  students  have  the  ’gotta  syndome.’  ” 
Lyon  said.  ’They  say.  ’I’ve  got  to  do  this.’  or  ‘I’ve 
got  to  do  that.’  When  students  find  themselves 
saying, ’I’ve got  to .  .  they  should  then  ask. ’And 
what  if  I  don’t?’  ” 

Members  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat¬ 
ter-day  Saints  are  sometimes  programed  to  believe 
they  can  do  everything  and  do  it  well.  Lyon  said. 
Students  need  to  evaluate  their  lives  and  put 
grades,  work,  social  life  and  other  activities  intu 
perspective. 

There  are  three  steps  to  dealing  with  stress: 
awareness,  relaxation  and  control. 

The  first  step  to  recognizing  tension  and  dealing 
with  it  is  awareness,  "we  listen  to  the  radio  or  to 
the  television  more  than  we  listen  to  our  bodies." 
said  Lyon.  “You  won’t  reduce  stress  until  you  find 

out  where  it  is.  Students  need  to  learn  how  to  let 

tension  out.” 

Anxiety  is  a  combination  of  high  stress  and  high 
arousal.  Arousal  is  the  pent-up  feeling  lending  in¬ 
side  the  body.  Anxiety  is  often  felt  in  class,  during 
tests,  while  studying,  etc.,  and  can  manifest  itself 
through  headaches,  nausea,  sweaty  palms,  and 
other  symptoms.  Lyon  said. 

The  next  key  in  dealing  with  stress  is  relaxation. 
"In  order  to  relax,  students  must  suffer  a  little  hit 
in  one  area,  but  in  the  long  run  they  will  benefit 
said  Lyon.

"The  scouts  would  call  me  and  say  that  they 
would  be  in  town  the  next  day  and  would  like  to 
work  me  out,"  he  said.  "I  had  to  be  ready  at  a 
moment's  notice.  Their  impression  of  you  was 
based  on  that  one  workout.  If  you  had  a  bad  day. 
that  was  it." 

The  lack  of  media  attention  did  not  help  to  en¬ 
hance  his  opportunities. 

"I  was  kind  of  overshadowed  by  Steve  Young  and 
Gordon  Hudson,"  Pendleton  said.  "I  led  the  nation 
with  11  touchdown  catches  and  I  caught  over  50 
passes,  but  nobody  knew  about  it." 

The  scouts  told  him  he  would  go  between  the 
seventh  and  ninth  rounds  of  the  draft,  so  Pendleton 
was  surprised  and  disappointed  when  he  was  taken 
in  the  11th  round. 

"I  would  have  rather  been  a  free  agent  than  have 
gone  to  the  49ers  in  the  11th  round."  he  said  “As  a 
free  agent  I  could  have  signed  with  a  team  that  1 
would  have  hail  a  better  chance  with.  The  4!>crs 
city  well  stocked  with  receivers." 


For  most  college  football  players,  being  drafted 
into  the  National  Football  League  is  the  dream  of  a 
lifetime.  But  for  former  BYU  wide  receiver  Kirk 
Pendleton,  the  dream  didn't  turn  out  as  he  had 
hoped. 

Pendleton  was  drafted  in  the  1 1th  round  by  the 
San  Francisco  49ers  after  finishing  a  stellar  college 
career. 

Even  though  being  drafted  by  a  pro  team  is  an 
ego  builder,  the  prospects  of  an  llth-round  choice 
making  the  team  are  slim.  The  chances  grew  even 
slimmer  when  you  are  a  receiver  and  have  to  com¬ 
pete  with  the  likes  of  Dwight  Clark,  Freddie  Solo¬ 
mon  and  Renaido  Nehemiah. 

Fifth  receiver 

‘They  were  not  hurting  for  receivers,  so  I  just 
tried  to’ do  the  best  i  could,"  said  Pendleton.  “They 
had  told  me  all  through  camp  that  they  were  going 
to  keep  five  receivers,  and  after  the  fourth  week  I 
was  the  fifth  receiver." 

But  a  rash  of  injuries  to  the  linebackers  and  de¬ 
fensive  backs  brought  about  a  change  in  the  49ers 
plans. 

"I  thought  I  had  made  the  team,  but  Couch  (Bill) 
Walsh  changed  his  mind  during  the  last  week  of 
camp."  Pendleton  said.  "I  knew  that  1  was  ahead  of 
Nehemiah  and  Mike  Wilson  on  stats,  but  so  muchof 
it  is  political. 

"I  knew  that  I  was  having  a  good  camp,  and  I 
know  that  I  can  play  in  the  N  FL  now  aft  er  the  camp 
I  had.  1  would  have  liked  to  play  for  them  but  1 

guess  it  wasn't  meant  to  be." 

Pendleton  said  that  pro  ball  is  totally  different 
from  the  college  game.

Schools  may  join 
asbestos  lawsuit 


PHILADELPHIA  (UPI)  —  Thousands  of 
schools  nationwide  will  likely  join  a  class  action 
lawsuit  seeking  damages  from  companies  that 
mine,  manufacture  and  supply  asbestos,  a  lawyer 
who  filed  the  landmark  suit  said  Tuesday. 

David  Berger,  representing  several  school  dis¬ 
tricts,  estimated  some  8.000  to  11.000  schools  could 
join  in  the  legal  act:  r.  following  a  judge’s  approval 
Monday  of  the  suit’s  class  action  status. 

The  U.S.  Education  Department  estimates  that 
some  14.000  of  the  nation's  36,000  public  school 
districts  and  private  schools  have  insulation  con¬ 
taining  asbestos. 

Asbestos  fibers,  when  inhaled,  have  been  linked 
to  cancer  and  lung  disease.  U.S.  District  Judge 
James  Kelly's  approval  of  the  class  action  suit 
against  54  companies  marked  the  first  time  a 
national  class  action  has  been  certified  for  property 
damage  arising  from  a  products  liability  case.  Ber¬ 
ger  said. 

Some  25.0(81  individual  iicrsonnl  injury  eases, 
representing  more  than  $100  billion  in  claims  have 
already  been  filed  against  companies  by  workers 
who  were  exposes  to  asbestos. 

"The  major  problem  will  be  to  prove  that  this 
entire  industry  should  share  in  the  liability  to  the 
schools,  rather  than  pick  them  off  one  at  a  time." 
Berger  said.

Vance  Calder,  D-Orem.  said  his  30  years  of  experience 
as  a  teacher  at  Orem  High  School  qualifies  him  to  serve 
representative  district  60,  because  education  issues  are 
presently  the  primary  concern  for  Utah. 

“I  am  more  familiar  with  the  education  problems  ami 
what  needs  to  be  done  to  improve  education,  Calder  said. 

Calder  said  he  was  “irritated"  last  year  when  Republi¬ 
cans  gave  the  impression  Utah  has  only  a  few  good 
teachers  by  rewarding  them  merit  pay  and  implying  the 
rest  did  not  deserve  pay  increase. 

After  Calder  talked  to  some  elementary  school 
teachers,  he  said:  •‘They  are  doing  a  super  job.  I  have 
never  seen  a  more  dedicated  group  of  people  than  the 
teachers  in  Utah.” 

The  key  to  getting  good  teachers  is  higher  pay,  said 
Calder.  Increasing  severance  tax  and  other  taxes  would 


help  provide  funds  to  pay  teachers  more. 

“1  don't  see  any  other  way  to  help  Utah."  Calder  said 
concerning  raising  taxes.  However,  there  should  be  equi¬ 
ty  in  the  lax  structure.  "Everyone  should  pay  his  equal 
share  according  to  what  they  eam,"  he  said. 

Calder,  a  life-long  resident  of  Orem,  said:  “A  place  as 
great  and  beautiful  as  Orem  is  the  only  place  for  me  to  live. 
Because  it  is  so  great  for  me.  it  can  also  be  a  great  place  for 
others  to  live."  He  said  the  only  way  people  move  here  is  if 
they  have  a  job. 

Industrial  development  initiates  all  other  jobs,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Calder.  “1  want  to  try  to  make  U  tah  more  conducive 
for  businesses  to  come  to  Utah."  Advertising  the  quality 
workforce  of  Utah  and  zoning  certain  areas  of  Orem  for 
industrial  development  arc  ways  Calder  said  will  help 
bring  business  to  Utah. 

Calder  recently  changed  to  the  Democratic  Party,  he 
said,  because  he  feels  that  he  can  do  a  better  job  than  the 
Republican  candidate.

Presently,  parents  help  to  some  extent  with  extracur¬ 
ricular  activities.  “I  woula  like  to  see  this  trend  continue  to 
help  fund  other  programs  in  the  school.  For  instance,  let 
kids  buy  or  rent  their  books."  Anderson  said. 

He  said  he  has  been  trying  to  help  Utah  Technical  Col¬ 
lege  by  supporting  a  bill  that  will  require  higher  education 

to  report  their  vocational  costs  separate  from  their  gener¬ 
al  costs. 

Anderson  said  Utah  has  asurplus  from  taxes  now.  If  the 
economy  keeps  on  increasing,  we  will  have  another  sur¬ 
plus  next  year,  he  continued. 

“By  breaking  these,  the  emphasis  on  vocational  educa¬ 
tion  is  emphasized,  which  I  think  is  important  to  the 
state,"  he  said. 


Fund  raising's  non-sexist 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  Contrary  to  popular 
belief,  women  political  candidates  can  raise  money 
as  effectively  as  men.  a  new  study  released  Tues¬ 
day  concludes. 

But  that  does  ngt  mean  women  raise  as  much 
money  as  the  men  they  run  against,  said  the  study 
by  the  Women's  Campaign  Research  Fund,  be¬ 
cause  women  “were  more  often  in  races  against  the 
safest  incumbents." 

"The  perception  that  women  candidates  cannot 
raise  money  is  no  longer  true.”  the  study  said.  But 
women  "have  run  disproportionately  aschallengers 
and  more  frequently  for  seats  that  were  harder  to 
win." 

With  only  22  women  in  the  435-member  House, 
campaign  fund  spokeswoman  Beth  Fouhy  said 
women  are  "at  least  95  peieont  of  the  time  challen¬ 
gers,"  facing  incumbents  who  were  able  to  bring  in 
twice  the  money. 

"This  puts  women  candidates  at  a  great  dis¬ 
advantage.  since  the  chances  for  victory  are  more 
than  10  times  as  great  for  incumbents  as  for  challen¬ 
gers."  the  study  said. 

'  In  1982,  55  women  ran  for  House  seats  and  22 


won.  Seventeen  were  incumbents.  Of  the  26  women 


petitive"  races.  No  female  challenger  had  an  “easy" 
race. 

The  report,  commissioned  by  the  independent 
bipartisan  political  committee  that  raises  money  for 
female  candidates,  examined  3,271  major-party 
candidates  that  ran  for  the  House  from  1976  to 
1982. 

The  study  found  that  the  amount  of  money  a 
candidate  raised  did  not  depend  on  their  sex.  What 
mattered  were  characteristics  of  the  race:  party 
affiliation  and  whether  the  candidate  was  an  incum¬ 
bent.  challenger  or  running  for  an  open  seat. 

When  women  candidates  taking  on  incumbents 
were  compared  to  male  candidates  challenging  in¬ 
cumbents,  the  average  woman  raised  "virtually  as 
much  money.  99  percent,  as  the  average  male  chal¬ 
lenger  —  $140,454  for  women.  $141,532  for  men.” 
the  study  said. 

For  all  candidates,  the  average  woman  raised 
almost  as  much  money.  $218,745.  as  the  average 
man.  $234,463,  the  study  said. 


CPA  testifies  AFCO  gave 
false  information  to  banks 


Enter¬ 
prises  furnished  false  financial  information  to  banks 
and  investors  from  whom  it  was  soliciting  funds. 

"Frequent  financial  statements  significantly 
different  than  the  actual  situation  were  given  to 
financial  institutions  and  potential  investors."  said 
Merrill  Norman,  a  witness  railed  by  the  prosecu¬ 
tion  in  the  fraud  trial  of  AFCO  owner  Grant 
Affleck. 

Norman  testified  that  documents  given  to  lend¬ 
ing  institutions  and  investors  showed  a  positive 
financial  picture  of  the  real  estate  development 
firm,  while  the  company's  own  records  showed  it 
was  losing  millions  of  dollars. 

"The  financial  statements  showed  a  financial  pic¬ 
ture  entirely  opposite  that  which  truly  existed  in 

the  company."  Norman  said. 

He  also  said  AFCO  furnished  the  Utah  Securities 
Commission  with  documents  that  showed  one  of  the 
company's  housing  developments  had  been  sold  to  a 
California  company.  Hut  Norman  said  no  money 
ever  was  exchanged  in  the  transaction. 

Norman  said  AFCO  had  to  present  a  positive 
financial  picture  to  the  commission  in  order  to  be 
able  to  solicit  investments. 

The  accountant  was  one  of  two  expected  rebuttal 
witnesses  today  in  the  federal  fraud  trial.  Closing

U.S.  Attorney  Brent  Ward  said  he  probably 

would  present  a  couple  of  rebuttal  witnesses  to 
counter  defense  testimony,  after  the  defense  sup- 
rised  the  court  by  foregoing  psychiatric  testimony 
and  resting  its  case  Monday. 

Affleck  is  charged  with  21  counts  of  fraud  for 

allegedly  lying  to  investors  about  the  solvency  of 
AFCO,  his  real  estate  development  company. 
AFCO  went  bankrupt  in  1982  and  the  government 
says  more  than  600  investors  lost  about  $20  million 
in  the  deal. 

Defense  Attorney  A.  Brent  Carruth  hail  planned 
to  present  psychiatric  testimony  in  the  hopes  of 
convincing  the  U.S.  District  Court  for  Utah  jury 
his  client  suffered  from  diminished  mental  capacity 
and  really  believed  he  could  raise  the  millions  of 
dollars  necessary  to  save  his  company. 

But  Carruth  said  Monday  Affleck  could  be  ac¬ 
quitted  without  the  psychiatric  testimony. 

Throughout  the  four-week  trial.  Carruth  has 
maintained  Afilcck  suffered  from  a  cungnitive  de¬ 
fect  that  prevented  him  from  forming  the  intent 
necessary  to  defraud  the  investors,  many  of  whom 
he  convinced  to  mortgage  their  homes  to  come  up 
with  the  money  to  invest  in  AFCO. 


Chapel  to  be  built  at  prison 


BOISE  (UPI)  —  Ground  was  broken  Monday  at 
the  site  where  a  church  will  be  constructed  at  the 
Idaho  State  Prison. 

About  50  inmates  attended  a  ceremony  at  the 
prison  near  Boise  marking  the  start  of  construction 
on  the  $500,000  chapel,  which  promoters  hope  to 
build  with  no  stale  funds. 

Penitentiary  Chaplain  Don  Stephan  said  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  has 
contributed  about  $115,000  for  the  multi-faith 
chapel,  and  Catholic  churches  have  given  about 


$55,000. 

He  said  fund  raisers  hoped  to  gain  about  $.'150,000 
in  contributions,  and  would  seek  free  labor  worth 
about  $150,000  from  inmates  and  others. 

“I've  been  here  long  enough  that  I've  seen  it  since 
its  inception,  and  it's  nice  to  see  it  beginning  to 
blossom,”  said  inmate  Eldon  Leach. 

The  prisoner  said  the  chapel  is  one  of  the  few 
“positive"  things  happening  at  the  prison. 

“We're  talking  about  things  that  will  really  help  a 
guy  change  his  lifestyle,"  he  said.
